description of the disaster. 
Entire on Rocks. 
"It was a melancholy sight to se 
the great liner hard and fast on th 
rocks as If she were held by 
hundred anchors," declared John 
ston who knows every inch of th 
rugged coastline. 
"She is entirely on the rocks, ly 
ing on a flat spur 300 yards from 
Boches Point. Her head is du 
west and she is so firmly wedge 
that there Is hardly a trace of rao 
tion of her hull. 
"The liner struck at high wate 
and four hours afterward with th 
tide receding, there was 
hardl 
more than fifteen feet of wate 
around her hull. Only for the fac 
tht the liner was going at slow 
speed there would have been a ter 
rlble disaster. Despite this she ha 
been badly damaged and it remain 
to be seen whether she can be float 
ed. I am afraid it will be neces 
sary to jettison her cargo to light 
en the ship as much as possible be 
fore this can be achieved. 
"Pine weather ia essential to th 
saving of the Celtic. If the sea be 
comes bad I don't think it any ex 
aggeration to say that she will bt 
come a total wreck. It all depends 
on the weather." 
Left High and Helpless. 
As the tide receded, the Celtic 
was left high, helpless and almost 
dry in only 15 feet of water 300 
yards from Roches'Point and from 
the light house which shoots a fix- 
ed beam from an elevation 60 feel 
above the water with a visibility of 
13 miles in ordinary weather. 


Roches Point is a life saving sta- 
tion and apparatus with a party of 
life savers In charge was ready lor 
any emergency. 
.Only 60 passengers were to have 
landed at Cobh. C. W. Wilson of 
Toronto was almost thrown out of 
his berth by the force of the im- 
pact. There was no panic, he said, 
despite the pitch darkness of the 
early morning and after the first 
alarm everything was quiet and or- 
derly. 


All the passengers were ordered 
to the decks and life belts were dis- 
tributed. Twenty-eight boats were 
prepared, but not lowered. 
Like many more, Wilson was 
only partly dressed when he came 
ashore. 


Arthur Packson, of Trenton, N. 
J., en route to Liverpool, was on 
deck to get his first glimpse of a 
pilot boarding a big liner at sea. 
Instead he was almost thrown off 
his feet in the blinding rain and 
wind as the Celtic crashed.

more inspiring motive for an inter- 
national conference. Here is no 
shadow of past conflict 
and no 
thought of future conquest. All is 
peace, and all thoughts are bent 
upon establishing a better method 
through which a higher degree of 
justice may be done each to the 
other." 


Mr. Coolidge went to declare that 
"from the earliest period of their 
Independent existence the 'Ameri- 
cas have held an advance position 
in their advocacy of the orderly 
settlement of international dis- 
putes." In this connection he men- 
tioned treaties 
between Greater 
Colombia and Peru, Chile and Mex- 
ico negotiated In the years between 
1822 and 1925, "the first conference 
of a Pan-American character at 
Panama in 1826," the Congress of 
Lima In 1847 and similar Interna- 
tional meetings in the last half of 
the nineteenth century. 
Mandatory Arbitration. 
Some South American countries, 


Mr. Coolidge said, have "added fur- 
;her strength to the principle of ar- 
iltration" 'by making it constltu- 
ionally mandatory that interna- 
ional disputes be settled peaceful- 
y-"It may be said, therefore, that 


the foundtions for your work have 
been laid by that unbroken practice 
and policy of the American Repub- 
lic," Mr. Coolidge said. "In the 
domain of Investigation, mediation, 
conciliation and arbitration, a long 
series of bilateral and multi-lateral 
treaties represent 
the 
milestones 
which mark the way to future pro- 
gress. The importance and signi- 
ficance of your work is enhanced 
by the recent movement for the re- 
nunciation of war as a principle of 
national policy, which by necessary 
implication involves recourse to rhu 
orderly processes leading up to ar- 
bitration." 


Mr. Coolidge regarded "the great 
value of the plan for arbitration" 
as lying "in the fact that it both 
furnishes knowledge and assurance 
that indifferences are settled as 
they arise, he said, "there is no fuel 
to feed the 
explosive 
elements 
when some difference of larger im- 
portance" develops. Thus, he add- 
ed, two nations which have adjust- 
ed all their past disputes will be on 
such friendly terms that war be- 
tween them will be impossible. 


"We must not only' maintain the 
traditional policy established by the 
founders of our 
republics," 
the 
president said in conclusion, "but 
we must also carry the procedure 
of conciliation and arbitration to a 
new and higher sphere. The world 
has the right to expect that the 
mission undertaken by the. 'early 
statesmen of this contlnnent shall 
jc carried to completion. Our nls- 
tory, our national ideals, and the 
standards of our international-Inter- 
course make this a solemn obliga- 
tion."

OKLAHOMA CITY, Dec- 30.— W 


•—A meeting of 41 of Hie 57 Demo- 
cratic members of the Oklahoma 
house of representatives, struggled 
vainly into the small hours today 
to select a speaker of the house 
acceptable to proponents and op- 
ponents of the administration of 
Qov. Henry S. Johnston. 
Likelihood that the legislature 


•would revive 
an 
investigation 
which elicited impeachment charg- 
es against the governor in an abor- 
tive -special session of legislators 
last December, frankly was 'ad- 
mitted by numerous speakers 
at 


the meeting. 
Three of the five 
candidates for the speaker's post 
declared themselves to ts In favor 
of an investigation of state offi- 
cials. They were James Nance of 
Walters, Claud Briggs of Wilbur- 
ton and Allen Street of Oklahoma 
City. Woody Dixon, of Marietta, 
the fourth, adopted a conciliatory 
attitude in offering to withdraw in 
favor of a compiomise candidate, 
and J F. Daniels, of Kingllng, the 
fifth candidate, contented' himself 
with declaring that he would 'con 
duct himself in the position, if.he 
received It, without the* hindrance 
of any obligations to his consti- 
tuents to whom he said he had 
made no promises. Tacitly grant- 
ihg,v apparently, that an investiga- 
tion' by the legislature was inevit- 
able, all five candidates declared 
they would adopt an impartial at- 
titude in-such an Investigation.
